Nearly 60 Illegal Stations, 
Officials Say

The Federal 


Radio commission has declared -war 
on pirates of the air and -with the 
cooperation, of the justice depart- 
ment, expects to silence nearly sixty 
stations operating- illegally. 


After months of intercepting code 


messages, the commission has turn- 
ed over to the justice department 
data on three score stations, most 
of which are suspected of being used 
by international smugglers and oth- 
er lavJ-~i organizations. 


Most of the illegal radio stations, 


radio superivsors have found, oper- 
ate on short wave lengths with re- 
ceivers fixed to receive messages 
only on a specified channel.

Chicago — (XP) — October, month 


of mischief to mariners, has come 
again, to plague the coast guard, 
challenge shipping, and test the 
hearts of mei. who sail the inland 
seas. 
It Is, as Capt J. O. Anderson of 


the Chicago coast guard, pointed out 
today, the month of "blows" — of 
sudden -fcing gales that sweep fur- 
iously across the water, scattering 
tragedy and property loss. 


Last year Great Lakes storms took 


more than 100 lives and October's 
•wrath was loosed upon two of the 
largest ship-victims — the carferry 
Milwaukee t»nd the steamer Wiscon- 
sin.This year the storm-king has ear- 
ly howled his wrath. Last week 
three vessels went down under his 
onslaughts; 12 lives were lost. Most 
picturesque among the fallen was 
ths three-master, "Our Son," last of 
the "White-winged ,lake freighters. 
The storm-looser had fought the Our 
Son many a futile battle since 1875 
when she, on her maiden voyage, 
was only one of the hundreds of 
such, craft Unking the lake ports. , 


But the coast guardsmen know 
the storm king's v'ctory^-over 


the windjammers has not appease^ 
the wrath of the^JberserkeE&With a 
keen eye weatherward, Captain An- 
derson ssJd: 


"The -sailing freighters may be 


gone, but fall will, as always, bring 
ug our most serious calls for aid. 
The increase In pleasure craft has 
'jinore than kept the lakes from any 
loss in canvas. 


."We get our greatest workout just 


before the yachts, lay up for the win- 
ter. -usually around Nov. 1.*— 


Last year the old Chicago station, 


said to be the'busiest in the service, 
answered S31 summons to* succor 
lake craft Captain", Anderson, has 
saved over 2,000 lives in the 30 years 
he has been in the service and- has, 
but- does not wear, the congressional 
medal for rescuing 17 men' at:the 
peril of his .own life.

entirely, and wholesale destroying 
by various methods, including poi 
sonlng, have been suggested.

must not be forgotten, however, that

through shooting by hunters. 


To avoid hunting the coot on the

Jones for years 
has been" accepted as the greatest of 
all golfers but the grand slam he 
completed at Menon Cricket club, 
Saturday, when he won the United 
States amateur championship as- 
sured Ms position beyond any ques- 
tion and for all time.

There are other golfers who handle 


the wooden clubs quite as well as 
Jones and some who can match him 
with the irons—although in neither 
Instance do any excel him. There 
are players who are more keen on 
xmg putts. But there is no one who 
can concentrate on the task' at hand 
so grimly and thoroughly as the 
Georgian and no one who can match 


on the green when, the ball lies 


eight feet or lees from the cup. 


In many ways Jones' victory" In 


the amateur (at Merlon was the eas- 
;est of all his'thirteen championships. 
In other details it was the most dif- 
ficult. After leading the large field 
in the qualifying rounds, Jones never 
once was down to an opponent in 
the championship matches. He led 
Somerville from, the first hole; Hob- 
litzel and Coleman from the second 
and against both Sweetser and Ho- 
mans le took command of the match- 
es on the first green. In all of his 
matches when he let down in his 
play he was well In the lead and not 
once in any particular danger. 


SEEMED IMPOSSIBLE 


The difficulties Jones encountered 


in the championship were psycholog- 
ical ones. It seemed impossible that 
one man, even a genius like Jones, 
could win four national champion- 
ships in one season. As the cham- 
pionship days approached Jones be- 
came more and more fretful under 
the strain; the haunting fear that 
something might stop him short of 
his goal. Bob was tinder less of a 
strain wlien he actually was in com' 
petition and on the fairways his con- 
centrative ability came to his rescue 
and claimed his racing nerves. 


Now that he is encircled by the 


great quadrilateral of golf and has 
accomplished the only sports record 
that never can be broken the public 
is speculating on his future activi- 
ties. Bob has made no statement 
as- to his future plans—-not even to 
his closest friends. The writer sus- 
pects that Jones will continue in golf 
competitions to a limited extent; play- 
ing only in such, events as he choos- 
es.

Jones can finfl adequate competi- 


tion only in the United States open. 
At the moment his superiority over 
the amateur field is so tremendous 
that normally he can win as he pleas- 
es. Take Jones from the amateur 
field and the quality of play would be 
only ordinary. The veterans who 
made history either before Jones ox 
contemporaneously with him are 
fading; the group that came bound- 
ing up lour or five years ago has 
not lived up to original promise. Of 
the youngsters, Charlie Seaver of 
Los Angeles appears' the best and 
both Johnny Goodman of Omaha 
and Lawson Little of San Francisco 
are splendid players vvho need" only 
additional development. 


Gene Homans was just a good 


golfer against a magician. His iron 
play is too slack and his running 
approach shots engaged him in much 
trouble. On the morning round he 
holed only one long putt and he won 
only three holes during the entire 
match. Homans might be regarded a 
great golfer were not Jones the 
standard of measurement. But be- 
side the Georgian his stature is no 
greater than many others. 


Jones has gone to the finals of

vulnerable position than she Is to- 
day and was glad to sell them on the 
terms most acceptable to American 
lenders. Those two long^ term bonds 
are now among- the strongest and 
most popular in the entire foreign 
division of the bond market and com- 
mand high premiums because of the 
undoubted ability of France to pay 
when they mature, together with the 
fact that she cannot pay until the 
bonds do mature. 


Of all the major European coun- 


tries Germany is perhaps most de- 
sirous of obtaining foreign loans but 
owing to political disturbances she 
is not in a position to do any re- 
funding.

dew or

ory that at certain times the- oys-

to the

opend their maws

On Sept. 1 the apple crop was 38 


per cent of normal, the statisticians 
said. The estimate would give a -to- 
tal production of commercial apples 
of 74,000 barrels as compared to the 
1924-29 average of 132,000. The re- 
duction is 44 per cent compared to 
both the five-year average and the 
1929 crop. 
Production of grapes this year is 


2stimated at 341 tons, 20 per cent 
less than the 434 tons of 1929. The 
crop showed 62 per cent of normal 
on Sept. 1 as compared to the 10-year 
average of 78 per cent. Realization 
of this year's crop estimate would 
place it above the 1924-29 average. 


The statisticians

Sept. 1, that the 
cranberry

would be 44,000 barrels as compared 
with 42,000 last year from the same 
acreage. Drought, possible frost dam-
